“The right and privilege not to 
be denied equal protection of the 
laws; and the right and privilege 
not to be subjected to different 
punishments, pains penalties by 
reason of his race and color than 
are prescibed for the punishment] * 
of citizens; 

“All of such rights, privileges, 
and immunities being secured to 
Isaac Woodard Jr., by the 14th 
Amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States as against priva- 
tion by any person vested with and 
acting under the authority of the 
State of South Carolina or any 
county or municipality thereof; 

“That is to say, that on the eve- 
ning of Feb. 12, 1946, the defend- 
ant, Lynwood rh Shull, while act- 
ing as a police officer and chief 
of police as aforesaid, arrested and 
caused to be arrested Isaac Wood- 
ard Jr., brought and caused him to 
be brought to the police station at 
Batesburg, South Carolina, and did 
assault and beat him about the 
head with a blackjack, thereby se- 
riously injuring him and causing 
loss of eyesight and total blindness 
‘of Isaac Woodard Jr.”

With only 10 per cent of the nor- 
mal meat supply available in many 
sections of the country, fancy 
prices like these are not excep- 
tional. 

So many commodities are in 
short supply that the housewiie 
who can complete her marketing 
without resorting to the black 
market, and/or without murdering 
the family food budget, is a rare 
woman, indeed. 


Many cattlemen who flooded 
the stockyards with livestock dur- 
ing the brief period when meat 
price controls were removed, have 
vowed not to send any more stock 
to market until controls are 
removed. 


What They Forgot 


What some of them apparently 
forget, however, is that in many 
instances, livestock not only con- 
sume additional food, but may ac- 
tually lose considerable weight be- 
fore going to market. Even with 
prices higher, farmers with ac- 
tually less poundage to offer are 
not going to come out very much 
ahead, if at all.

Radio Is Yours 


That’s the title of a 31-page, 10c 
F ; pamphlet authored by Jerome H. 
Spingarn and published by the 
Public Affairs Committee, Inc., 22 
E. 38th St., N.Y.-16. 

Since most of us own a radio 
or listen to radio programs, the 
pamphlet should be of consider- 
able interest because it is packed 
with little-known facts about the 
radio industry. 

For instance: 

The public spends 632 millions 
a year on radio, this figure includ- 
ing radio sets, electricity and re- 
nairs. Advertisers spend 397 mil- 
lions on broadcasting. 

So, for every dollar that the 
public spends, it gets 50c worth 
of services. 


The pamphlet continues: 

“The original cost to the public 
of the 53,800,000 receivers manu- 
factured from 1937 through 1944, 
was $2,078,000,000. The original 
cost to stations and networks of 
all tangible broadcast property as 
of Dec. 31, 1944, was $82,997,650. 
In other words; the public spent 
$25 for receiving equipment to 
every $1 which the broadcasters 
spent for. transmitting equipment.” 

Pointing out that radio stations 
do not “own” the air waves, and 
that the increasing number of com- 
mercials and soap operas have 
alarmed many listeners, the pam- 
phlet suggests a remedy. 

“When groups of individuals 
feel that their local radio stations 
have failed to live up to their obli- 
gations to the public, they have a 
weapon that few of them realize 
is at hand. 

“They can ask the Federal Com- 
munications Commission to hold a 
hearing on the station’s applica- 
tion for a renewal and appear as 
witnesses. Recently, the FCC aas 
held a few of its hearings in the 
field. If this practice is continued, 
it will serve to encourage greater 
popular interest in radio admin-|¢

28, when the Rev. J. Leon Pridgen: 
was arrested for refusing to occu- 
py the rear seat of a bus. 

The cleric, who gave his address 
‘as Shaw University, was charged 
in a warrant with “wilfully refus- 
ing to occupy space in the rear 
of a bus in compliance with rules 
and regulations of the Carolina 
Coach Company, as ordered by the 
bus driver, A. F. Collins.” 

No Idea of Obeying 


Signed by W. A. Green, repre- 
sentative of the bus company, the 
warrant is a strict violation of the 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling, af-! 
firmed by the U.S. District Court 
of Appeals, and is consistent with 
the avowal of some bus companies 
to make their own rules. 

Booked on a disorderly conduct 
charge, the Rev. Mr. Pridgen was 
released on his own recognizance 
within 10 minutes of his arrest, 
according to arresting officers. 

In protesting the action, the Rev. 
Mr. Pridgen pointed out that he 
had an interstate ticket and was 
entitled, therefore, to ride where- 
ever he desired.
